LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS

TOL. A. RAILEY’S. 


OWARD the close of a hot day last 
week the writer went over to 
Lawrence A. Railey’s farm adjoining 
Major T. C. McDowell’s famous Buck 
Pond Farm, which Mr. Railey also man- 
ages, in Woodford County. Everything 
Was as dry as powder there as well as 
throughout this entire section. Some of 
Mr. Railey’s neighbors were busily en- 
gaged in cutting tobacco, in order to save 
as much as possbile from the burning sun; 
others were hauling water for their live 
stock. In this respect Mr. Railey is more 
fortunate than are some of his neighbors, 
since he has an abundance of good spring 
and well water on the property. 

The purpose of our visit primarily was 
to see four Thoroughbred fillies Mr. Railey 
is shipping to Saratoga on August 9, to be 
sold the second evening of Col. Phil T. 
Chinn’s Himyar Stud sales, on which 
evening, Tuesday, August 19, Major T. C. 
McDowell’s Ashland Stud yearlings also 
will be sold. 

Two of the Railey fillies are by Bos- 
tonian (winner of seven races includ- 
ing the Preakness Stakes and the Riggs 
Memorial, and earned a total of $88,400), 
by Broomstick, out of Yankee Maid, 
a stakes winner, and she out of Yankee 
Girl, also a stakes winner, own sister 
to the excellent mare Running Water, 
and half-sister to Christmas Star, 
dam of Escoba and Mars. The first of 
these fillies shown is out of *Chrysalis II 
(dam of the stakes winner Prickly Heat 
and the winners Inception, Embryo, 
Janira and Irish Gold), by Marajax, she 
out of a daughter of Marcovil, the next 
dam by Cyllene. This is a very sensible 
looking, rotund, neatly made, attractive 
filly. The other, a brown daughter of 
Lucky Flight (dam of the winner Nellie 
Blue Eyes), by Flying Orb, is about the 
raciest looking yearling filly that Wood- 
ford County has produced in a long time, 


and it can be well remembered that Rose 
of Sharon was a product of this famous 
“asparagus bed of Kentucky.” This filly 
has good feet and legs, abundant size, and 
more than ordinary length of rein, with 
a very shapely head and excellent eyes. 
Mr. Railey says she is very speedy and 
handy in the pasture. It will be interest- 


ing to follow this filly’s career. 

The largest and the heaviest of the four 
fillies is the black daughter of *Light 
Brigade (whose reputation as a sire is 
firmly established), from Wimple (dam of 
Miss Laura and sister to Satin, winner 
and dam of the stakes winner Oh Susanna, 
and the winners Chalmette, Serge and 
Prodigy, the latter the dam of Brown 
Wisdom and two other winners), by Peter 
Quince. This filly stands now fully 16 
hands high, and if she should not prove to 
be a racer she would make an excellent 
hunter and an excellent dam for hunters. 

The fourth of the fillies is a brown 
daughter of Flying Ebony (winner of the 
Kentucky Derby and sire of Flying Heels, 
etc.), out of the winner Guerriere, by 
*Light Brigade, from Outlook (winner 
of 13 races and dam of Marengo, winner 
of 15 races), by Yankee. This is a very 
quick filly, well made; with excellent feet 
—hetter feet than either of the other 
three. 

Mr. Railey has a half dozen very nice 
foals. They are bay colt by *Axenstein— 
Auntie Em, by Tea Caddy; chestnut colt 
(half-brother to Beautiful Doll) by *Way- 
good—Spices, by Peter Quince; bay colt 
by Infinite—Virginia B., by Friar Rock; 
chestnut filly by Hephaistos—Miss Laura 
(dam of Prince Atheling), by Escoba; 
chestnut filly by *Light Brigade—Wimple, 
and brown colt by *Chicle—*Golden 
Lassie, by Golden Sun. 

Mr. Railey is feeding his mares the 
usual winter ration of grain and hay, as 
practically all breeders are doing, because 
of the drought. “I have decided to wean 
the foals about September 1,” he said. “I 
think, under the circumstances, and the 
lack of succulent, fresh grass, it will be 
better for both the mare and the foal.” 
We have heard other breeders say they 
intend to wean the foals at their farms 
earlier this year than is customary, and 
for the same reason. 
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THE YEARLING MARKET 


HERE is much anxiety and not a little de- 
T pression among the breeders of Thoroughbred 
horses who have sent and are sending yearlings 
to Saratoga for the market opening this week 
under auspices of the Fasig-Tipton Company. 
THE BLOoop-HorSsE for the week ending June 21 
expressed the opinion that, because of the un- 
usual conditions, “the yearling market very like- 
ly will be from 40 to 45, possibly 50 per cent off, 
by comparison with the averages obtained over 
the last three years.” 

During the past week a leading breeder quoted 
to us the opinion of one of his friends that “year- 
lings at Saratoga will likely bring no more than 
60 per cent of what was obtained last year.” The 
gentleman quoted has for a number of years 
bought numerous horses at home and abroad, and 
usually keeps in touch with market conditions 
in England and France, as well as at home, 

This caused us to delve deeply into the records 
of the sales and to make a better analysis of con- 
ditions than we made in June. Accordingly, THE 
BLOOD-HORSE now offers the opinion that we have 
all been pitching the percentage of decrease much 
too high. 

In 1920 the average for yearlings, sold through- 
out the United States by public auction, was 
$1,727.22, and that was the lowest for any year 
of the past decade. The results of the sales at 
Saratoga for the past ten years were as follows:

To be off 40 per cent by comparison with the 


averages obtained over the last three years at 
Saratoga the yearlings of this year would drop 
to an average of $1,975. To be off 40 per cent 
by comparison with the general average for the 
past ten years, they would average $1,770.92. To 
bring no more than 60 per cent of the average 
of last year, they would be down to an average 
of $1,559. 

We think this is entirely out of the question, 
since the general distribution in stakes and 
purses is undisturbed and the possibility for earn- 
ing has not been lessened. 


There would be, therefore, no justification for 
such decreases as have hitherto been suggested, 
and we now do not expect the average to be 
down as much as—certainly not any more than— 
20 per cent of the general average obtaining for 
the past 10 years, which is to say the general 
average for this year at Saratoga should not be 
under $2,350, and we now stand on that predic- 
tion. 


In our June statement we were influenced by 
the fact that statisticians were showing products 
generally of farms and factories to be off around 
40 per cent, but we then had not given due con- 
sideration to the figures herein presented, nor 
to the further and more important fact that earn- 
ing possibilities for Thoroughbred horses have 
not been decreased and are not likely to be, un- 
less the business forecasters of the nation are all 
wrong in predicting a return to normal during 
the coming twelve months. 

Reports from the race courses the country over 
show a sustained attendance, but with betting 
lighter at some points than it was last year, 
though generally not far off an average over ten 
years. 

The people are showing stronger interest in 
racing over a wider range, and new faces are 
joining the ranks of the owners. 

It is not at all unlikely that the market at 
Saratoga will attract the attention of people who 
in other years have invested money in other 
things that have not turned out so well, perhaps, 
as if they had put it into horses. 

Do not make the mistake of pre-judging the 
market by the first few sales.

ODDS AND ENDS

HE newest recruit to the rapidly growing list 

of jumpers is Sydney, bay gelding, 3, 4 
*Craigangower—-Rima, by Ben Brush. T. 
Durant, of New York, recently purchased ths 
powerfully made gelding from Senator Johnson 
N. Camden and it is reported that he immedi- 
ately shipped his acquisition to his farm in Mary- 
land, where his schooling in racing through the 
field has begun. He is a big, rugged sort with 
the shoulders and quarters necessary to the suc- 
cessful jumper, and in addition possesses a high 
order of speed, it is not improbable that in him 
Mr. Durant will have a worthy representative to 
fly his silks through the field in the future. 
Steeplechase events are ever growing in popu- 
larity, and the day is approaching when this 
branch of the sport will attain the same promi- 
nence in this country that it has abroad, particu- 
larly in England.

HE Branncastle Stable’s recent English pur- 

chase, Challenger, unbeaten in his only two 
starts across the “big pond,” has arrived in the 
United States. It is reported that he shipped in 
fine style and his trainer, Royal Roberts, ex- 
pects to have him ready for competition against 
the best 3-year-olds in the country by fall. It is 
improbable that the unbeaten Irish-bred racer 
would have been available at any price, but for 
the fact that when his former owner, Lord Dewar, 
died it automatically cancelled all the colt’s stakes 
engagements in England. 

Challenger is described as an exceptionally 
well-proportioned and well-bred colt. He is a 
son of Swynford from Sword Play, by Great 
Sport, son of Gallinule; the third dam, Vixen, 
being a daughter of the great Flying Fox, an- 
cestor in direct male line of *Sir Gallahad III 
and his brother, Bull Dog, which C. B. Shaffer 
is importing to this country to take the place of 
My Play at the head of his Coldstream Stud, 
located near Lexington, Kentucky. Challenger 
is described as being a bay in color, standing 
16 1-2 hands high and powerfully muscled. He 
is generally regarded as one holding forth much 
promise, both as a racer and potential sire. 
Two seasons are reserved each year for any two 
mares John Arthur Dewar, an heir of Lord 
Dewar, may elect to send to the United States 
to be mated with Challenger. The horse is to be 
seen at Havre de Grace, and as I understand it, 
no attempt will be made to get him to the post 
before racing is resumed in Maryland.

HEODORE VON ZIEKURSCH, in his other- 

wise interesting and informative story in a 
late issue of The Saturday Evening Post, entitled, 
“Before The Barrier,’’ made several monumental 
errors regarding the early training days of Man 
o’ War, with which horse the narrative deals. In 
one place he quotes Harry Vititoe, who broke 
Mar o’ War, as having said that the Riddle 
champion was “regarded as the _ best-behaved 
horse on the Turf.’”’ Continuing: “You could run 
him in a halter, and the smallest jockey could 
handle him with the bridle (!) wound around one 
finger unless another horse tried to pass him.” 
It is all very pretty, but so far from the truth 
as to make it sound ridiculous to any who ever 
saw the horse in question perform. Fact is, as 
practically everyone at all acquainted with the 
horse knows, Man o’ War was one of the worst 
mannered horses in American Turf history; this

besides being probably the very best racer in the 
history of racing in this country. 

It was necessary to have him led to the bar- 
rier for fear he would break his rider’s hold on 
him and run away. Once there he was turned 
over to the custody of not one but several as- 
sistant starters, who usually found themselves 
very busy trying to hold him on the ground, to 
say nothing of keeping him straight. Aye, Mr. 
Von Ziekursch, he was about as gentle and re- 
fined as a newly lassoed wild stallion whenever 
he went to the races, and don’t let Harry Vititoe 
or anyone else kid you on that score. 

Another thing, Mr. Von Ziekursch, Sir Barton 
was not the champion 2-year-old of his year. 
Billy Kelly was counted best, though Eternal won 
most money. Perhaps you recall the 2-year-old 
career of Petee-Wrack, which horse’s perform- 
ances as a juvenile were much on the order of 
those of Sir Barton. They raced in the best of 
company and were placed quite a number of times 
in valuable stakes, but remained maidens all sea- 
son. Sir Barton was a maiden the day he pa- 
raded postward for the Kentucky Derby in which 
he graduated in grand style, a race of which I 
have a vivid recollection, it being the first time 
and nearly the only time that I picked the win- 
ner of that historic event. 

As is usually the case with Kentucky Derbies, 
Sir Barton’s was run in the mud. He and Billy 
Kelly ran coupled as the J. K. L. Ross entry, but 
for which the little son of *Star Shoot would prob- 
ably have paid dividends of something like fifty 
for each dollar invested. Johnny Loftus piloted 
the shelly-footed chestnut and Earl Sande was 
astride Billy Kelly, an ewe-necked little brown 
gelding by Dick Welles and next to Eternal, a 
son of Sweep from Hazel Burke, was perhaps the 
best of the previous year’s 2-year-olds (1918). 
The Simms and McClelland outfit had Eternal 
and he was in this very race, being, indeed, one 
of the favorites. He was a handsome brown, al- 
most black, and was saddled “Saratoga fashion,” 
out on the lawn. I edged in close through the 
large crowd surrounding him to have a “look- 
see” and he certainly looked the part; his 
handlers, some half-dozen in number, were work- 
ing on him like bees (he'd just been warmed up) 
and his muscles stood out from under his re- 
splendant coat in a way that would make the 
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most conservative want to have a ticket on him. 
But I knew that Sir Barton had worked for the 
race up East with sturdy old Boniface as a pace- 
maker and that he had just about tied that son 
of Transvaal into a bow knot. 


To make a long story short, they went to the 
barrier; the barrier went up; and Sir Barton 
went out there on top, increasing his lead with 
each quarter, winning with the most consummate 
ease by about eight lengths. His stablemate fin- 
ishing second, and Under Fire third. Thence- 
forth, until the day he met Man o’ War, he was 
“Hawkins’ Hoss” and until Gallant Fox equalled 
his feat of winning the Preakness, Derby, and 
Belmont, he was America’s first and only Triple 
Crown winner. He wasn’t Sir Barton when Man 
o’ War whipped him and should never have been 
started for that match. Unfortunately, he, like 
Grey Lag and many others of *Star Shoot’s sons 
and daughters, had bad feet, but that he was 
game and fast is evidenced by the fact that he 
set a track record in Maryland with two plates 
doubled up under the sole of his feet.

AS talking to a real “old-timer” just the 

other day, “Baldy” Baldock by name. 
“Baldy” was for many years an employee of the 
late James Rowe and is a thorough horseman 
with a marvelous memory. He was caretaker of 
such as Colin, Sysonby, Peter Pan, Ballyhoo Bey, 
and many others almost as good back in the 
“good old days” of Sheepshead Bay and Grave- 
send. A true member of the “Royal Order of the 
Way Back Wheners,” and simply cannot see the 
virtues of our present day cracks. 

“Baldy” says we of this generation pride our- 
selves on the speed and stamina of our horses, 
but that we have no such horses today as those 
he administered to. As an instance he recalls 
the Futurity of 1900, which was run over the 
straightaway at Sheepshead Bay and was won 
by Ballyhoo Bey, carrying 112 pounds and ridden 
by none other than James Todhunter (Tod) 
Sloan, who had made a special trip from Eng- 
land to pilot the son of Kingston in the race. 
Olympian, carrying 112 pounds, was second, and 
Tommy Atkins, with 129 pounds in the saddle, 
was third. The time for the race, which was at 
1,263 yards and one foot, was 1:10. “There were 
20 starters in that race,’”’ said “Baldy,” “and the 
poorest final work turned in by any member of 
the field was six furlongs in 1:12 2-5.” 

I inquired of him which of the horses he rubbed 
was the greatest racer and, somewhat to my sur- 
prise, the answer was “Peter Pan.” Seeing that 
I was a bit astonished that he should place Peter 
Pan ahead of the others mentioned, he said: 
“Yes, he was a better horse than they in every 
respect. He was faster, gamer, a better weight- 
carrier and could do more, besides which he was 
the most likeable horse I ever knew. Why, he was 
just like a small boy. He would eat anything. How 
that horse loved cabbage and doughnuts. When 
I did him up I’d have to buy him some dough- 
nuts or he’s raise Cain, just like you would have 
to buy a little boy an ice-cream cone to coax 
him to do a chore.” 

According to “Baldy,” Peter Pan won the Bel- 
mont in better time than Man o’ War and just 
as cleverly. He says that while there was no 
official time taken of the race, Peter Pan’s was 
the best, and further, that there was never a 
horse before or since that could run as fast as 
the son of Commando and *Cinderella did that 
—" mile and three-eighths, 126 pounds up, 


As a 2-year-old he won the Hopeful (1906) at 
six furlongs in 1:12 1-5 with 130 pounds on his 
back, which tonnage included wizened little Willie 
Knapp, who now trains ’em for Mrs. John D. 
Hertz and Herbert Bayard Swope. Peter Pan 
conceded McCarter eight pounds and Pope Joan 
18 pounds and licked them to a frazzle. At 
three he won the Brighton Handicap at Brighton 
Beach, mile and one-quarter, in 2:03 2-5, with 
Joe Notter in the saddle, carrying 115 pounds, 
and this time giving McCarter. which was again 
runner-up, 14 pounds, and Montgomery, third, six 
pounds. Obviously, Peter Pan could “june it” a bit. 


His other successes in his two years in competi- 
tion on the Turf were in the Surf, Flash, Stand- 
ard, Tidal, Advance, and the Brooklyn Handicaps. 
His total winnings amounted to $111,440, and 
$15,000 was an enormous stakes in those days. 

“Sysonby,” said “Baldy,” “was a bay colt, 
standing just sixteen hands and weighing about 
1,000 pounds. He was a grand horse and it was 
no disgrace to him when he was beaten by Artful 
for the Futurity. Artful was an exceptional filly, 
and had all the best of it. And Colin was a 
champion, too. He beat everything in this coun- 
try, including Man o’ War’s daddy, Fair Play. 
He beat Fair Play in the Belmont in a driving 
rainstorm. After that he went to England and 
they broke him down over there when he gave 
Jack Snipe, the best horse in England, weight 
and a beating in a trial. Yes, sir, Sysonby and 
Colin were both great racers, but Peter Pan was 
even greater.” With that old “Baldy” lapsed into 
a reticent mood and sauntered on down the street 
at about three knots an hour. 


Peter Pan and Colin are still alive and are 
both in the sere and yellow. Peter Pan stands 
at Harry Payne Whitney’s Kentucky breeding 
farm and Colin at Edward Beale McLean’s Bel- 
mont Plantation in Virginia. It is against the 
laws of nature that they will remain in our 
midst much longer. Sysonby died at an early 
age, four, I believe, of blood disease. He was 
an English-bred son of Melton and was imported 
in utero by James R. Keene. The chances of 
Colin’s establishing an enduring line hangs upon 
the slender thread of what Jock and Neddie will 
give us. 

Peter Pan is one of the greatest sires in Amer- 
ica today at the ripe old age of 26 and has been 
recognized as such many years. He has sired 
many racers of the first flight, some of which 
were the best of their respective years and is 
responsible for such progenitors as Black Toney, 
Pennant, Tryster, Noah, Macaw, etc. Equipoise, 
the best 2-year-old shown to date, and probably 
the best of the year, is a grandson of Peter Pan’s 
in the direct male line. Blue Larkspur, which 
racer lasted just long enough to establish his 
supremacy over the handicap horses of this sea- 
son, is another which traces to the Whitney sire 
in direct tail male. And that seven-eighths 
brother to Whichone, Colonel Chinn will sell at 
the forthcoming Saratoga sales, carries a double 
infusion of the blood of Peter Pan. He is sire of 
Whichone’s grandam. His fame is undying.

It was the 
writer’s good fortune to have had a preview of 
the youngsters at Claiborne the last afternoon in 
July, and it is his message to readers of THE 
BLOoD-HORSE that they will miss a rare treat if 
they fail to see them at the Spa. His congratu- 
lations go especially to those who shall become 
owners of the sons and daughters of Gallant 
Fox’s sire.

The Dare Say colt is a wonderful horse, but 
he is not the pick of the six, in the opinion of the 
men on the farm, who are divided as between 
the *Bessie Melton colt and the son of Gowell. 
The former has perhaps more finish, but the 
latter is also extra good and powerful. Fasnet’s 
colt is sturdy and powerful, with symetrical lines 
and a grand manner. Rather more of a chunk 
than the others, the colt out of Chewink is strong 
and appears to be very speedy. It is a guess as 
to which may bring most money in the sales 
ring. 

We thought the *Embassy filly so extra good 
that she may be one of her sex to win a derby. 
She is that powerful. Mr. Hancock remarked, 
after we had seen the *Embassy, Peroration and 
Ten-Lec fillies, that those three would afford a 
beginner a wonderful start as a breeder, and to 
make such a suggestion all the more certain this 
writer would include the daughter of Risky. Here 
is a miss with every indication of superlative 
speed. 


The get of Stimulus and *Durbar II are also 
particularly impressive, and there are some nice 
ones by Jim Gaffney, Campfire and Chatterton, 
as well. The writer thought the bay colt by 
Whiskbroom II out of Accelerate (a 12 times 
winner and dam of three winners), by Uncle, a 
worthy youngster. The half-sister to Current, 
by Campfire, from *Dark Water, by Dark Ro- 
nald, commands attention. The Stimulus colt 
from Emblematic (half-sister to four winners), 
by *War Cloud, is a good one. One of the very 
top colts is the bay by *Durbar II, from the 
splendid race mare and good producer Embroid- 
ery, by Celt. A good filly, somewhat plain 
about the head, is the chestnut half-sister to 
Pansy Walker, by *St. Germans, out of *Erne, by 
White Eagle. 


When we saw the grand colt by Stimulus, from 
Evelyn White, by Zeus, we again thought of the 
long, hard appeal Dr. M. W. Williams made in 
behalf of the son of *Adam and the working out 
of his counsel and advice to mate the good 
daughters of Zeus with capable sires of the Domi- 
no line. Here is a fine example of the line breed- 
ing that brought out Reveille Boy, winner of the 
American Derby. 

Another son of *Durbar II with good bone and 
attractive appearance is the bay colt (half- 
brother to Red Weed and Toddle, dam of Dr. 
Freeland), out of Fox Trot, by *Star Shoot. 
“One seldom has seen a bay Jim Gaffney that 
was not a stakes winner,’ remarked Mr. Han- 
cock, as we inspected the colt out of the French 
mare *Francisca II (a winner and dam of six 
winners), by Prestige. He looks the part. Chat- 
terton’s chestnut son of *Harbour Light (dam of 
three winners), by Sundridge, is a good one of 
the Fair Play type. Hayai’s colt, by Campfire, is 
another very good one. There is smoothness and 
tone of gentility about the bay filly by High Time, 
out of *Home Star (half-sister to the winner 
Nostaw), by Sunstar. 

A sure shot race horse is the brother to Madel- 
on, by Chatterton, from Inquisition (a winner, all 
of whose foals of racing age have won), by 
*Wrack. Andrew, his groom, told us he “is 
crazy about him.” A good, chunky fellow, which 
appears to be very fast, is the half-brother to 
Hula and Pompon, by Tryster, out of Keepsake, 
by Delhi. The Delhi mares produce well. The 
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double cross of Hanover is reflected in the chest- 
nut colt by *Durbar II, from Mary Johnston, by 
*Omar Khayyam. Another bred in the same 
way, and also looks as if he should run, is the 
bay colt by *Durbar II, from *Mary Maud (stakes 
winner and dam of four winners including Mary 
Johnston), by Irish Lad. 

The Chatterton colt out of Miss Millions (sis- 
ter to Knobbie and half-sister to Rhine Maiden), 
by *Wrack, is a strong, blocky fellow. The 
good Stimulus colt out of Moon Gleam, by Flit- 
tergold, is one to commend. In tail male breed- 
ing his four lines run through Commando, Uncle, 
Hastings and *Star Shoot. This one should not 
be overlooked by folks who have a fancy for the 
American lines. A fine colt is the chestnut son 
of Campfire from Peekaboo, by *Ambassador IV. 
A colt of much quality is by General Lee, out of 
Percussion (winner of the Latonia Cup), by 
*Omar Khayyam. 

One bred like Vander Pool, and a real corker, 
is the bay colt by Campfire, out of *Roiville, a 
winning half-sister to four winners, by *Sweeper, 
son of Broomstick. The black brother to Wis- 
dom, by High Time, from *Sagacity, by *Mac- 
donald II, is taller than High Times usually are, 
and he is plain in appearance, but for all of that 
apparently a good one. There is much stability 
evident in the powerful dark bay colt by Jim 
Gaffney, out of Sea Robin (dam of High Seas), 
by *Wrack. Bred like The Nut, the bay colt 
by Chatterton from Silent Princess (half-sister 
to three winners), by *Prince Palatine, is extra 
good. A half-brother to five winners, the bay 
colt by Campfire, from *Susie, by Lochryan, is a 
sturdy, long-bodied, heavy horse. The brother to 
Trish Maiden, by Jim ‘Gaffney, out of Veiled Col- 
leen, by The Finn, is much like Sennings Park in 
appearance. 

On pages 952 and 953 of this issue are proto- 
graphs of a dozen of the yearlings. The six to 
be sold August 13 are from Claiborne Stud. The 
two by *Durbar II are from Fox Trot, daughter 
of famous old Passan, half-sister to Colin, and 
from Embroidery. They were discussed above. 
So was the Campfire—Peekaboo colt. The bay 
colt by *Pot au Feu, from Prodigy is a nice one 
and he has good credentials, his dam being a win- 
ner and dam of the stakes winners Brown Wizard 
and Brown Wisdom, she being by *Light Brigade. 
The Stimulus—Moon Gleam colt was mentioned 
above. The chestnut son of Campfire from Waw- 
beek (stakes winner and dam of the stakes win- 
ner Cayuga, and also The Squaw), by Rockton, 
has the appearance of making a handy horse. 

The pictures of the other six, all by John P. 
Grier, can tell you as much about their conforma- 
tion and appearance as can the writer, for he did 
not make a trip to Ellerslie Stud, being unable, 
because of the pressure of other matters, to ac- 
cept Mr. Hancock’s invitation to go there. The 
Jyntee colt is bred like Hi-Jack. His dam was a 
good race mare, and is a sister to Turnabout, by 
Fair Play. Lady Wood’s colt in the picture looks 
like a smashing heavy horse. His dam, a daugh- 
ter of *Honeywood, was a winner and is sister to 
the winners Sam Frank and Wood Lady. Mani- 
cure Maid’s colt is a half-brother to Miss Prim. 
His dam was a winner by Thunderer, out of 
Beauteous, by Hamburg. Noontime, a winner 
and dam of Rest Hour, is another whose dam is 
by Hamburg, and her colt from the picture ap- 
pears to reflect the Hanover that is in him. The 
colt out of Queen Apple, by King James, is a 
brother to Russet and half-brother to Princess 
Apple and Apple Pie and to the dam of Wild 


Apple. Queen Apple won 16 races. The other 
is a filly out of *Rapine II, by Rableais. *Rapine 
II was a winner and was half-sister to eight win- 
ners. And this picture indicates that she is a 
very speedy type.

LAUREL PARK STAKES. 

HE Maryland State Fair’s meeting at Laurel 

Park this year will embrace 23 days, begin- 
ning October 7 and ending November 1, inclu- 
sive, with the popular and efficient John B. 

As will 
be noted by reference to the advertisement on 
page 966, there will be nine stakes events to be 
decided during the meeting.

The Selima Stakes, to be run in 1932, will 
close October 27. 


PIMLICO STAKES. 

Secretary M. L. Daiger, of the Maryland Jockey 
Club, announces on page 965 of this issue ten 
stakes events to close on Thursday, August 14, 
for decision during the autumn meeting of 11 
days at Pimlico, November 4 to 15. The Riggs 
Handicap, for 3-year-olds, at a mile and one-half, 
is the stellar number. It has $25,000 added and 
there is a gold cup of $1,000 value to the owner 
of the winner.

GooD AND DIMOCK 


After the etiology of an infectious disease is 
well established, the next effort of the investi- 
gator is to find a cure or a prophylaxis for the 
malady. With some diseases the infecting agent 
is of such a nature as to offer but little en- 
couragement in the way of developing a preven- 
tion or a cure. 

The germ which causes large outbreaks of in- 
fectious abortion with mares falls in a group 
of organisms (subgroup 2 of the colon-typhoid 
group), which offers large possibilities in the 
way of producing immunity by the easiest known 
route, namely, the bacterin route. This proved 
to be true in our investigations in the immuniza- 
tion of mares and jennets against infectious abor- 
tion, the etiological factor of which is the B. 
abortivo-equinus (Salmonella abortivo-equinus). 
Very small amounts of this organism are fatal 
to rabbits and we soon found that this animal 
could be protected against many times the lethal 
dose of the germ by previously immunizing it 
with a bacterin made from B. abortivo-equinus 
and could be protected against a lethal dose of 
infection by the use of a hyperimmune horse 
serum. The bacterin led to so much encourage- 
ment in the immunization of small animals that 
we at once directed our attention to the immuni- 
zation of mares by its use and we may say that 
the results exceeded our most sanguine expecta- 
tions. 

Our first experimental work in the immuniza- 
tion of mares was to determine the possible harm 
to the animal by subcutaneous and intravenous 
injections of different amounts of the bacterin 
at regular and irregular intervals. We were es- 
pecially anxious to determine if anaphylactic 
reactions might occur. We found that consider- 
able leeway could be allowed in the use of the 
bacterin without harm to the mare other than 
some stiffening of the muscles of the neck for a 
day or two after the second and third or fourth 
injections. We also found by blood tests, using 
the agglutination test as an indicator, that a high 


titer of antibodies could be built up by the use 
of a bacterin and a much higher one by the use 
of a bacterin first, followed by the injection of 
the live organism, the method we employ in pro- 
ducing a hyperimmune serum. The use of the 
bacterin has been so efficient, however, in im- 
munizing mares against infectious abortion due 
to the B. abortivo-equinus, that we soon employed 
this method exclusively in field work. 

In 1916 the bacterin was used on 22 mares in 
one herd; in 1917, 37 mares were treated in two 
herds; in 1918, 45 mares in three herds; in 1919, 
294 mares in 11 herds; in 1920, 808 mares in 21 
herds; in 1921, 510 mares in 18 herds; in 1922, 
648 mares in 26 herds; in 1923, 1213 mares in 27 
herds; in 1924, 1763 mares in 49 herds, and in 
1925, 1455 mares in 40 herds. There have been 
few cases of abortion among the mares vacci- 
nated, all of which have been studied by our 
laboratories and in only one instance was the B. 
abortivo-equinus isolated from the fetus or the 
placenta. In every other case of the compara- 
tively few abortions among vaccinated mares, the 
etiological factors apparently were other than 
the B. abortivo-equinus. 

We have been able to stop abortions in all the 
herds we have worked with, after a sufficient 
amount of time had elapsed to complete the im- 
munizing process. Our first attempt at this was 
in 1916, with a herd of 28 mares, six of which 
had aborted before work was begun. We were 
not called on for aid until the sixth mare had 
aborted. The foal of this mare had been buried 
but we were able to isolate the B. abortivo- 
equinus from a swab of the vagina of the mare. 
The remainder of the mares of this herd were 
vaccinated by means of a bacterin and all but 
one delivered live foals. This one mare evidently 
was infected before the immunization was begun. 
In another instance we were called on to aid in 
arresting the disease which had gotten a firm 
foothold in a herd of mares, five of which had 
aborted. The B. abortivo-equinus was: isolated 
from the afterbirth of the last of the five mares 
to abort. The mares which had not aborted were 
separated from the ones which had. After sepa- 
ration they were given the regular series of vac- 
cinations. They were given three injections 
seven days apart. Seven days from the last in- 
jection the mares were returned to the field in 
which the aborters were running and all of the 
vaccinated mares delivered live foals. 


In another instance we were called on to vac- 
cinate a large herd of mares after some 26 had 
aborted and the germ had been isolated from the 
placenta of one of the aborting mares. We were 
called on late to give aid. From the time of the 
first injection of the bacterin until the last in- 
jection, an interval of three weeks, a number of 
mares aborted. Eight days after the last injec- 
tion of bacterin no more of the mares in this 
large herd aborted. The officers in charge of 
the breeding operations in the United States 
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Army Remount Depot at Front Royal, Virginia, 
report that they have been able to prevent abor- 
tion in mares by the use of a bacterin made from 
the B. abortivo-equinus. 


TIME TO TREAT MARES 


It must be remembered that the vaccination is 
a preventive and not a cure. The proper pro- 
cedure with a herd of mares is to vaccinate them 
before the disease makes its appearance and this 
is the precedure with most of the breeders of 
Thoroughbred and Standardbred mares of this re- 
gion. Our experience tends to show, however, 
that the immunization conferred on a mare is 
not of long duration—not longer than one breed- 
ing season. Measured by the agglutination test, 
mares vaccinated during the summer and fall did 
not carry so high a degree of immunity at foal- 
ing time as we had anticipated. In the spring of 
1923, we made the agglutination test of 29 mares 
in six different bands, one of which had been im- 
munized as early as the latter part of June and 
one herd as late as the first part of January. 
The other herds were vaccinated in intervening 
months. The blood for the test was taken from 
the mares in the spring, just before foaling time. 
The average agglutinating titer of these mares 
was 336, as compared with an average titer of 
150 with the blood of nine mares which had not 
been vaccinated. Although the average of agglu- 
tination tests was perceptibly higher in the im- 
munized than in unimmunized mares, the differ- 
ence was not so great as we had thought. The 
agglutination test as an indicator would show, 
however, one hundred per cent more anti-bodies 
in the blood-serum of the treated than in the 
untreated mares. 


NUMBER OF INOCULATIONS 


We have tried different numbers of injections 
of the bacterin in the immunization of mares. 
In some studs as few as two injections have been 
made and in some studs as many as four injec- 
tions have been administered. In a few instances 
breeders would insist on vaccinating their mares 
with a series of three injections in the spring, 
soon after foaling, and again toward the end 
of the year with another series of two injections. 
While this method insures a greater degree of 
protection to the mares, our experience would 
lead us to believe that the second series of vac- 
cinations is not necessary. We are now recom- 
mending that the mares be vaccinated regularly 
in the early fall, giving three injections one week 
apart. The first injection consists of one cubic 
centimeter of what we call our standard bacterin, 
containing about 8,500,000,000 organisms per cc. 
The second injection is 2 cc of the same material 
and the third injection is 2 cc of a double 
strength bacterin, i. e., one containing 17,000,000,- 
000 organisms per cc. 


METHOD OF PREPARING VACCINE 


Known virulent strains of the B. abortivo- 
equinus are streaked on agar slants contained in 
large test-tubes measuring one by eight inches. 
The entire agar slant is seeded from a dilution 
of the organism in saline solution. The compo- 
sition of the medium is 2 per cent agar made 
with raw-beef broth, using about one pound of 
raw beef to the liter, with 0.5 per cent salt and 
one per cent peptone, and the medium titrated 
to a H-ion concentration of pH7.0. The medium 
is then tubed and sterilized. The slants are in- 
cubated for 24 hours at 37.5° Centigrade. Each 
slant is washed with 7 cc of physiological salt 
solution into a sterile bottle containing sterile 


beads. Bottles are filled one-half full and shaken 
thoroughly to break up clumps of bacteria. They 
are then heated at 72° C. for one hour in a water- 
bath, the water coming to the neck of the bottle. 
Five loopfuls of the bacterin are planted on an 
agar slant and incubated for 48 hours to deter- 
mine its sterility. If no growth appears on the 
slant, the bacterin is filtered through four layers 
of cheese cloth. An equal amount of saline so- 
lution is added and enough of 5 per cent phenol 
to make a onehalf of one per cent solution. 
This makes the bacterin used for the third treat- 
ment, the dose of which is 2 cc. For the two 
other treatments it is diluted one-half with saline 
solution and the dose is 2 cc for the second treat- 
ment and 1 cc for the first treatment. The 
material is kept in the ice-chest until ready for 
use. 

The mares are inoculated subcutaneously in 
the region of the neck and it is needless to say 
that syringe-needles should be sterile and the seat 
of inoculation swabbed with tincture of iodin. 


CERVICITIS, METRITIS, ETC. 


(Extracts from Bulletin 286, Kentucky Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, 1928). 
EXAMINATION. 

* * * 

The most logical time to start making obser- 
vations is in the fall two or three months follow- 
ing the close of the breeding season. At this 
time all broodmares that have been bred must 
be examined for pregnancy. Those mares found 
pregnant should be vaccinated against infectious 
or contagious abortion and then handled, fed and 
cared for according to the best known methods. 
The genital tract of each barren mare should be 
thoroughly examined clinically and bacteriologi- 
cally and the mares separated into infected and 
non-infected groups. Many of the non-infected 
mares will be found to be normal and therefore 
may be turned into winter quarters. The infected 
mares will require proper treatment for a period 
of weeks or months. 


METHODS OF CLINICAL AND BACTERIOLOGICAL 
EXAMINATION. 

For the purpose of examination the mare 
should be confined only sufficiently to protect the 
examiner; the tail bandaged; the external genitals 
washed with soap and water, and rinsed with 
antiseptic solution. In the routine examination 
of mares for pregnancy and clinical examination 
for diagnosis, including the taking of cultures, 
two buckets of antiseptic solutions are consid- 
ered sufficient. When a number of infected 
mares on the same farm are under treatment and 
being examined two or three times a week, it is 
advisable to have three buckets, one for washing, 
one for rinsing and one for instruments. The an- 
tiseptic we have used almost altogether has been 
one of the chlorinated preparations. These are 
preferred because they are non-irritating and 
antiseptically efficient. The solution in the buck- 
ets should be changed as conditions indicate. 

An examination of the whole genital tract is 
to be made. This is to include a detailed exami- 
nation of the uterus, ovaries and tubes, if palpa- 
ble. A vaginal speculum is inserted to make 
possible a visual examination of the vagina and 
external cervix. Material for bacteriological ex- 
amination is obtained from the cervix and uterus 
by using a five-inch platinum needle attached to 
a twenty-inch holder. The needle is flamed, 
passed throush the vagina and os uteri into the 
uterus, moved back and forth two or three times 
and withdrawn. If the needle has touched any- 
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thing after removal from the os uteri it is not 
used to inoculate a tube of culture medium. The 
practice has been to inoculate two tubes of cul- 
ture medium, using fresh material for each tube. 
With a little practice, entirely reliable cultures 
can be obtained in this way. Unfavorable sur- 
roundings should be avoided and every sanitary 
precaution observed. 


TREATMENT. 


In preparing the mare for treatment of the 
genital tract the same methods of confinement 
are used as recommended for initial examina- 
tion of barren mares; also the same methods of 
washing and disinfecting the external parts. 
Where a number of infected mares on the same 
farm are under treatment, especially if there are 
mares suffering from different types of infec- 
tion, the most precautionary and _ exacting 
measures must be observed. 

While the diagnosis of barrenness in mares de- 
mands the most careful and exacting examina- 
tion, the treatment likewise demands careful and 
exacting application. For barren mares, with 
apparently normal genital organs and with a 
reasonably good breeding record, no particu- 
lar treatment is recommended. However, in 
many noninfected mares with unsatisfactory 
breeding records, genital abnormalities and func- 
tional disturbances may, in many cases, be cor- 
rected by the proper procedure. With infected 
mares, it is comparatively easy to introduce medi- 
cinal agents into the uterine cavity, but the re- 
sponse to treatment is always slow. The selec- 
tion of the medicinal agents, the method and 
frequency of application, and the duration of the 
treatment depend upon the character of the in- 
fection and the condition of the genital tract. 
It is very difficult to determine just when treat- 
ment may be discontinued. Ordinarily, with re- 
cently infected mares, treatment will cover a 
period of six months. With chronic infected 
cases, treatment for a period of two years may 
‘be necessary. It must be understood that the 
response of each case to treatment varies with 
the individual. When, in the opinion of the clin- 
ician who is familiar with the normal genital 
tract, the condition approaches normal and the 
‘bacteriological examinations are negative, treat- 
ment should be discontinued, but the mare should 
be kept under observation and bacteriological 
examinations made from time to time. It is 
mever advisable to breed a mare within two 
months after treatment is discontinued. In the 
great majority of cases which have been under 
treatment during the fall and winter the results 
will be better if the mare is held over until breed- 
ing season of the following year. Our experience 
has demonstrated that a definite prognosis re- 
garding the duration and result of treatment can- 
not be made. The advisability of treatment de- 
pends upon the value, the age and condition of 
the mare, the number of mares requiring treat- 
ment, and the facilities for the proper treat- 
ment. 

While the use of antiseptic solutions is an es- 
tablished method in the treatment of infections 
of the uterus, cervix, and vagina, yet their rou- 
tine application without discrimination will not 
always produce the desired effect and may re- 
sult in the loss of valuable time. The following 
antiseptic agents have been used by us experi- 
mentally in the treatment of genital infections 
of mares: Chlorinated antiseptics, proflavine 
and acriflavine, mercurochome (220 soluble) ar- 
gyrol, permanganate of potash, boric acid, nor- 
mal salt solution and iodine in both aqueous and 


oleous solutions. Uterine capsules containing 
antiseptics in powdered form seemed to be bene- 
ficial, either used alone or following douching. 
Ichthyol, iodoform, alum, water-soluble iodine, 
therapogen, and other preparations have been 
tried, but in our experience were not satisfacto- 
ry. The chlorinated antiseptics and the flavines 
seemed to be best for douching. 

In a certain number of cases frequent and 
long continued douching will result in irritation, 
and in such cases it was our practice to tempo- 
rarily discontinue douching and to use special 
uterine capsules or 4 to 8 ounces of a weak solu- 
tion of iodine and oil once or twice a week, ac- 
cording to developments. 

We were unable to observe that any one of the 
agents used was appreciably more effective for 
one type of infection than for another. There- 
fore an agent effective against streptococcic 
metritis was proportionately effective in cases of 
metritis due to encapsulated bacilli and other 
forms of infection.

PARASITES. 


The material for the greater part of the re- 
marks on “parasites’’ has been obtained from 
resident veterinarians for large horse breeding 
establishments who have enjoyed unusual oppor- 
tunities in making diagnosis, observing results 
of treatment and inaugurating control measures 
for parasites. 

CLASSIFICATION : 


Parasites may be conveniently classified into 
two general groups, namely, external and inter- 
nal. The external parasites vary in their grade 
of parasitism from optional to permanent, while 
most of the internal parasites are permanent. 
The external parasites include flies, gnats, lice 
and mites. The internal parasites that are com- 
monly seen are the bot-fly larvae, round worm, 
palisade or blood worms, pin worms and cylicos- 
tomes. 

SYMPTOMS: 


FLIES: The optional external parasites are the 
many species of flies and gnats. Flies are a 
great annoyance, especially during the summer 
months. Some flies are blood suckers and they 
not only extract blood from the host but may 
transfer disease germs from animal to animal 
by direct inoculation. 

LICE: Lice may generally be suspected in ani- 
mals that continue in poor condition and where 
not properly groomed. Herds of horses running 
out the year round have been examined in the 
spring and were in good flesh but lousy. The 
most favorable location for lice is along the neck 
under the mane and about the withers. They may 
be found, however, on any part of the body. 
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When animals are infested with lice the coat gen- 
erally lacks lustre. There is also an apparent 
itching of the skin and there is loss of hair in 
most instances. Old stables frequently are in- 
fested. 


MITES: Indication of the presence of mites, or 
the condition known as mange, are similar to 
lice, except the itching is more intense as evi- 
denced by the continual desire to rub or scratch. 
Any part of the body may be affected and there 
may be found eruptions or sores over the body 
from continuous skin irritation and scratching. 
Microscopic examination of the skin scrapings 
will show the mange mite if present and is the 
best means of diagnosis. 

INTERNAL PARASITES: Internal parasitism in 
general produces an unthrifty appearance and 
affects or interferes with the normal growth or 
development of the individual. Symptoms that 
indicate parasitism are poor condition and 
growth, occasional passing of worms, irregular 
appetite, unwarranted amount of colic, catarrh 
of the intestines and continuous rubbing of the 
tail. 

There are many old superstitions regarding 
symptoms of parasites which are untrue for the 
most part. The best way to definitely diagnose 
parasitism is to have the manure examined with 
a microscope for evidence of parasite eggs. 

Oftentimes it is heard that a “pot bellied” foal 
has worms and “tail chewing” is taken by some 
as conclusive that worms are the cause. As a 
matter of fact all horses probably have worms 
to some extent. But “tail chewing’’ may be 
prompted by a spirit of mischievousness and, if 
so, aloes mixed in axle grease rubbed on the tail 
will discourage the practice. And again “tail 
chewing” may be:caused from a deficiency of 
certain mineral in the diet. Some breeders at- 
tempt to repair this deficiency by feeding a table- 
spoonful of oak or hickory ash in the grain 
daily. 

TREATMENT: 

FLIES: Animals may be kept stabled during 
the day or fly repellant may be used. Stalls can 
be screened. Proper disposal of manure should 
be insisted upon. 

LICE: Insect powders are mostly used for lice, 
one of the best for animals is Persian insect 
power. The powder is dusted over the body and 
worked well through the hair to the skin. The 
treatment should be repeated in from eight to 
twelve days. In warm weather the animal may 
be given a bath in 5 per cent creolin solution. 
Stables should be cleaned, disinfected and white- 
washed. 

MITES: One of the best and most efficient 
treatments for mites is as follows: Thoroughly 
wash the affected areas with warm water and 
soap, gently removing all scabs that may have 
formed. Then, apply the following dip, giving 
two or three applications at intervals of one 
week: Flowers of sulphur 3 pounds, unslaked 
lime one pound, water 12 1-2 gallons. Apply the 
solution to the whole body. All harness or stable 
utensils used in connection with the horses should 
be thoroughly disinfected and the stables or stalls 
should be covered with whitewash in the follow- 
ing proportions: One-quarter pound chloride of 
lime to a gallon of water. 


INTERNAL PARASITES: 

BoT LARVAE AND ROUND WORMS: Fast the ani- 
mal for 18 hours, allowing water only. For a 
1,000 pound horse, carbon dissulphide in capsule 
or stomach tube. One dose of three-quarters of 


an ounce, or two doses one-half ounce each with 
a two hour interval between doses. Dosage 
should always be graduated according to the 
size of the animal. No purgation. Oil immedi- 
ately following treatment especially contraindi- 
cated. Ordinarily all foals are treated above 
three weeks after weaning and again about Jan- 
uary 1st. Following treatments are indicated by 
microscopic examination. 

It is advisable to treat all mares for bots. 

PIN WORMS, STRONGYLUS. (Palisade Worms) 
and CYLICOSTOMES: Fast the horse for 36 hours 
allowing water only. Oil of Chenopodium 1.8 cc 
per 100 pounds of body weight is given in cap- 
sule and immediately followed by one quart of 
raw linseed oil or an aloes ball. Other purga- 
tives than the aloes and oil may be used with 
equal efficiency. If the stomach tube is used 
the Oil of Chenopodium and purgative may be 
given at the same time. When used, the Oil of 
Chenopodium is usually given the foal soon after 
weaning. Succeeding treatments depend on re- 
sults of a microscopic examination but ordinari- 
ly not sooner than 50 days after a treatment. 
The Oil of Chenopodium may be administered in 
a capsule and the remainder of the mixture fol- 
lowed by syringe or given as a drench. See Rxs. 
A, B and C, below. When Oil of Chenopodium 
is administered most experienced practitioners 
use the tube giving the purgative at the same 


time. Following are proportions of Oil of Cheno- 
podium, etc.: 
A. For a 1000 lb. animal: 
B. For a Weanling: 
C. For a yearling: 
Ou of 2 dr. 
Spirite of Turpermtine 1 oz. 


Again, some practitioners add mineral 
the above. 

Some practitioners prefer Oil of Chenopodium 
to Carbon Tetrachloride under all circumstances, 
for the elimination of Pin worms, Strongylus and 
Cylicostomes, as its reaction is considered less 
severe. However, some experienced veterinarians 
advocate the use of the Carbon Tetrachloride. 
The plan of treatment: 

Fast the animal for 12 hours. Carbon Tet- 
rachloride 25 to 50 c. c., depending on condition 
and age, given in capsules or stomach tube. No 
purgation is necessary. 

These veterinarians suggest the following: 

Treat weanlings for bots, etc., with Carbon 

Disulphide 3 weeks after weaning and again as 
yearlings in January; treat yearlings for pin 
worms, etc., with Carbon Tetrachloride in Jan- 
uary. 
Treat mares for bots with Carbon Disulphide 
in January or February. Treat mares for pin 
worms, etc., with Carbon Tetrachloride in De- 
cember. However, only veterinarians of expe- 
rience and recognized ability attempt to admin- 
ister Carbon Tetrachloride and in the absence of 
such veterinarian it is recommended that Oil of 
Chenopodium be used instead of Carbon Tetra- 
chloride. 

Some breeders insist on an interval of three 
weeks between treatments for parasites. Treat- 
ments for parasites are especially contra-indi- 
cated when a mare is heavy with foal, ordinarily 
after the eighth month of pregnancy. 

In all cases where animals are to be treated 
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for parasites it is usual to feed a mash for about 
three meals, then, except for water, to insist on 
fasting the animal for the required period. 

The medicine is given in the early morning and 
after about a half an hour the animal is turned 
out. It is taken up at night and given a small 
feed of mash containing a teaspoonful of soda 
and a small amount of hay is allowed. The next 
morning, the mash and soda are given, the ani- 
mal turned out and the feed is gradually in- 
creased within a few days to the normal ration. 


PREVENTION : 


The prevention of external parasites may be 
accomplished to some degree by good stable 
sanitation. The stables should be white-washed 
or painted and always kept clean. Manure taken 
from the stable should be hauled away and not 
allowed to accumulate as manure piles are fly 
breeding harbors. Manure should not be spread 
over pastures. 

The adult worms of the internal parasites live 
constantly in the animal body. The mode of 
reproduction of the common parasites of the di- 
gestive tract for which treatment has been given 
is well known. The protection of horses from 
these worms is a problem of sanitation. The 
success is dependent upon how thoroughly food 
and water taken into the body can be protected 
from fecal contamination. With this thought in 
mind one may enumerate various factors that 
may increase or decrease the amount of expo- 
sure to parasites to which an animal may be sub- 
jected. 

RANGE: Pasture infestation varies indirectly 
with the amount of land allowed each animal. 
The greater the acreage per animal the less ex- 
posure. 

PASTURE ROTATION: The rotation of pasture 
is important because, where animals are pas- 
tured, parasitic development is constantly taking 
place from each individual pile of manure drop- 
ped from the animal. By the systematic rotation 
of pastures or allowing pastures to rest for in- 
tervals the exposure to parasites is greatly de- 
creased. On diversified farms where there is 
available pasture land that has not been occupied 
by horses for a year or more such pasture can be 
used to very good advantage, especially for young 
foals. 

DRAINAGE: All pasture fields if possible should 
be so arranged that drainage from them is com- 
plete. If this is not possible, all stagnant water 
or bogs should be fenced off from the pasture.

TWO DEAD HEATS AND RUN OFF. 


In a racing way pretty much anything that 
ever happened anywhere, or is liable to happen 
anywhere at anytime, has happened in Kentucky. 
What we mean to say particularly is that the 
newspapers which boxed up and scare-headed in 
bold black type the story about Mullingar and 
Portland having run two dead heats at Maissons 
Laffitte in France last Sunday, evidently had no- 
body in their offices who know that at Churchill 
Downs, Louisville, on Saturday, May 16, the 
fourth day of the spring meeting in 1891 Ed 
Leonard, owned by James Bradley, of Lexington, 
and ridden by Jockey Bunn defeated C. Weather- 
ford’s Comedy, ridden by Charley Thorpe, after 
the two had run two dead heats of one mile each. 
The race was an all age selling affair, and there 
were originally 13 runners. In the first mile Ed 
Leonard and Comedy dead-heated three lengths 
in front of Rimimi, with the others strung out. 
The next heat they ran head and head for the 
entire mile, the judges being -again unable to 
separate them at the finish. In the third and 
deciding heat, Ed Leonard, then a 3-year-old 
carrying 99 pounds, won by two lengths. Comedy 
was a 6-year-old and carried 106 pounds. The 
time of the deciding mile was 1:45 1-2. The 
summary of this race can be found in Goodwin’s 
Guide for 1891. Ed Leonard was a bay colt by 
Leonatus out of Bobadilla, and Comedy was a 
bay horse by Quartermaster out of Comet. The 
original betting was 8 to 5 Ed Leonard, 10 to 1 
Comedy. After the first dead heat 3 to 5 Comedy 
and after the second dead heat 1 to 2 Ed Leonard.

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CHARLTON CLAY’S MARCHMONT STUD YEARLINGS 


General Lee—Waterloo colt. 


HARLTON CLAY in former years has sent 

out from his Marchmont Stud, one of the 
celebrated horse breeding establishments of Ken- 
tucky, located in Bourbon County, near Paris, a 
number of good horses, but it is doubtful if he 
ever had a group of better looking or better bred 
yearlings than are the eight to be sold at Sara- 
toga Monday, August 18, the second night of the 
Claiborne and Ellerslie Studs sales of his brother- 
in-law, Arthur B. Hancock. 

It was the writer’s privilege and pleasure to 
have been able to inspect these yearlings on 
Wednesday afternoon of last week in company 
with Mr. Clay. Perhaps when they get to Sara- 
toga the critical public will select another than 
the writer’s choice as the outstanding colt, since 
all minds do not run in the same channel as re- 
gards horses as well as other things in human 
life and activity, but out vote goes to the bay 
colt by General Lee out of Waterloo, by Great 
Britain. This is a very well made horse with a 
most commanding way. 

There is a boldness and attractiveness about

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him so marked that one notices it immediately 
he comes into view. He has excellent feet and 
legs and is modeled as nearly perfect as horses 
come. This colt is one of the first of the get 
of General Lee, son of *War Cloud from Nancy 
Lee, by Broomstick. Thus General Lee carries 
in combination the blood of Bend Or, Hampton, 
St Simon, Ben Brush and the famous old four- 
miler, Ten Broeck. General Lee started only 
five times in his career and won twice, two of 
his victories being in the East View Stakes and 
the Wakefield Handicap. *War Cloud, as is 
quite well known, was a good race horse, and 
Nancy Lee numbers the Kentucky Oaks, United 
States Hotel Stakes and Demoiselle Stakes as 
among her successes. Waterloo already has pro- 
duced the winners Millson and Neck and Neck 
and she is an own sister to Lady Fanchon, dam 
of three winners, and they are out of the good 
*Sempronius mare Ethel Mason, sister to the 
stakes winner, Wise Mason and to the winning 
producer Mammy, and half-sister to the great 
race horse McChesney, likewise to the stakes 
winners First Mason and McKittredge. The 
next dam, of course, was Manola Mason, by *Top 
Gallant, she out of Katherine M., by *Glen Athol, 
the next dam being Betsy Hunter, by Oliver. 


Mr. Clay made no expression as to his prefer- 
ence, but the writer gathered the notion that his 
fancy runs perhaps to the brown colt by Camp- 
fire out of Electric Light, by Von Tromp. This 
is a nice colt, in fact, an unusually nice colt. He 
has good feet and legs, broad bone, is good bodily 
and has a head denoting intelligence, is quiet and 
walks well. This colt is bred very like the unde- 
feated Vander Pool, which is by Campfire and 
out of Bramble Rose by Von Tromp. While 
Bramble Rose was out of Rosegal by *Galveston, 
a son of Galopin, and she out of Rosormonde by 
*Ormonde, Electric Light is out of Candlewick 
by *Candlemas (Hermit—Fusee); the next dam 
Intrepid by Hindoo and she out of Jaconet (dam 
of The Niece, who produced Uncle and was the 
ancestress of a number of excellent horses), by 
*Leamington. This colt is commended to the at- 
tention of all who are seeking worthy race horses. 

Another son of Campfire is the blocky bay 
colt out of Hester R. (dam of the winners Buck 
Pond, 21 wins, and Demon), by Plaudit, among 
whose daughters is the dam of Rose of Sharon. 
The second dam of this colt is Topsy Over (also 
dam of Robert and Topland), by *Top Gallant. 
Topsy Over was a half-sister to Princess Orna, 
stakes winner of 24 races and dam of seven win- 
ners, including Last Reveille, sire of Reveille 
Boy, winner of the American Derby. The next 
dam was Princess Over, a fine producer, by Han- 
over. This colt is a well made solid chunk with 
plenty of rein length and the manner and appear- 
ance of an enduring horse. 


The other colt is a chestnut by Chatterton out 
of Far Beyond (dam of Alice Harris and Little 
Marie), by *Star Shoot, the next dam Little But- 
tercup, winner and dam of four winners and 
sister to the stakes winners Clarion and Kear- 
sarge and also to the producer Searchlight, 
grandam of the stakes winners Dreadnaught and 
Crack Brigade. Little Buttercup was by King- 
ston and out of Flying Squadron (half-sister to 
*E)f, dam of Broomstick, etc.), by Saraband. 
This is a flashy colt with considerable length, 
good head and neck and a good front, but not so 
attractive behind. 


Our vote goes to the lovely bay filly by Stimu- 
lus out of Chapala, by Sir Dixon. When she was 
led out and before Mr. Clay had announced her 


breeding, the writer remarked to him: “This 
filly, like the Grace Harban filly at Mr. Lyne’s, 
impresses one of the kind Wood Clay raced so 
successfully.” Thereupon Mr. Clay said, “Why, 
her second dam was Breakwater, by Hindoo and 
that was one of Wood’s fillies.” This is a sensible 
filly and when she is described as an old fashioned 
race mare type that should be ample to convey 
the proper idea to the reader. Her dam, has pro- 
duced the winners Daddy Long Legs, Storm 
Cloud and Deedie and is also the dam of Misetta, 
dam of Clownette. Chapala is a sister to Running 
Water, a stakes winner in this country and dam 
of the French winners Mayflower, Boyne, Reprise, 
*Pierre Qui Roule, Rochebelle and Royal Water. 
Chapala is also sister to Yankee Girl, stakes win- 
ner and producer and grandam of Bostonian. 
Chapala is also sister to Dike, dam of five winners 
and half-sister to Auntie Em and Christmas Star, 
dam of Escoba and Mars. The next dam, Break- 
water, by Hindoo, was a sister to the stakes win- 
ners Howland and Savarin and likewise to the 
winner Chance Shot, a producer. 


A filly of good quality is the bay daughter of 
*Durbar II from Countess, by Olambala. Coun- 
tess was a winner and is dam of the 2-year-old 
winner Chatty. The next dam, Reticella, also 
produced the stakes winner Lacewood and the 
winners Tres Pinos (in England), Lendonia, 
Royalty, Sabretash and Lieutenant Farrell. Reti- 
cella was a half-sister to Roman Gold. Reticella 
was by Heywood out of Gold Lace (a winner and 
dam of nine winners), by *Ormonde. 


A very powerful filly is the chestnut by Camp- 
fire out of Betty B. B. (half-sister to the stakes 
winner Belzoni and the winners Spanish Lay and 
Bench Manager), by Peter Quince out of Recline, 
sister to Dovetail, by *Ogden. The next dam was 
the winner and the producer Dingle, by Hindoo. 

The last of the fillies shown is the chestnut by 
Pennant out of Trique (dam of Clarabel A., a 2- 
year-old winner of this year in the West), by 
Cudgel out of Tiarco (dam of Landlord and sister 
to the stakes winner Motor Cop, 32 wins, and to 
the winners Arrowhead and Xixia), by Uncle. 
The next dam being the good producing mare 
Xarco, by G. W. Johnson. While this filly is light- 
ly made she is a good one and quite attractive. 

Mr. Clay regretfully is not going to be able to 
send his handsome chestnut colt by Stimulus out 
of Debonaire (dam of Eternal Magic, Georgia W., 
Betsy Jayne and Willing), by *McGee, to Sara- 
toga because just a few days ago (after the 
picture appearing on the preceding page was 
taken) he came under the doctor’s care for ex- 
ternal attention and Mr. Clay has assurance that 
the colt will be all right for auction in the autumn 
or for sale privately. This colt is a rich chestnut 
in color and is of good size and impresses one 
immensely of his grandsire, Ultimus. 

He has two other nice colts which will find 
buyers for western racing but would not at all 
appeal to patrons of the Saratoga market. One 
is the bay colt by Dodge out of Frances Jane, by 
*Wrack, a strong horse of good size, and the 
other is a bay colt by *Politian out of Flitabout 
by Jim Gaffney. He is the first foal of his dam 
and is of good type. 

After we had seen the yearlings Mr. Clay in- 
vited us to have a look at his foals, of which 
there are 11. Flitabout has a chestnut colt by 
*Politian (own brother to the yearling just men- 
tioned) and is in foal to Single Foot. Betty B. 
B. has a very smooth chestnut colt with lots of 
bone by Single Foot and is bred to Aga Kahn. 
Arena, a young daughter of St. James, has @ 
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brown filly (her first foal), by Tryster and this 
year visited Upset. Electric Light’s chestnut colt 
by Jim Gaffney is a good, big one. She went to 
Mad Hatter this year. Debonaire has an own 
brother to the good looking yearling, above men- 
tioned. He is as good if not better individually 
as his brother, and that is saying a good bit. The 
mare went to St. James last spring. Hester R.’s 
brown colt by Jim Gaffney is a plain little fel- 
low. The grey mare Entrancing, by *Stefan the 
Great, has a good looking bay or grey filly, by 
*Polymelian and was mated this year with Stim- 
ulus. The venerable Dolly Higgins (grandam of 
Crusader) has a good sized bay colt by Chatter- 
ton and this year visited General Lee. Bonnie 
Morn, by Ballot, has a bay or brown filly by 
Chatterton and went to Campfire’s court. Ban- 
deau’s bay colt is by General Lee. He is a June 
foal. The mare went to Chatterton this year. 
A good looking bay colt is Trique’s son of Mad 
Hatter and she visited Stimulus this year. The 
condition of the mares and foals is good, though 
Mr. Clay is apprehensive that they may have not 
fared so well on account of the excessive drought. 
However, he has a good organization of horse- 
men and their efforts as well as his personal at- 
tention, is reflected in the condition of all ani- 
mals at this famous old farm, the yearlings es- 


pecially.

It is the boast of Xalapa Farm that this rep- 
resents the best group of yearlings according to 
individuality and general condition, ever sent out 
from this establishment, which is one of the most 
perfectly equipped breeding places in America. 
The colts particularly are very clean of limb, such 
a thing as a blemish being indeed rare. 


The first crop of Prince of Bourbon’s colts is 
being offered, and if their size, conformation and 
individuality furnish a criterion, this son of 
*Prince Palatine, from Forever, is destined for a 
high place among American sires. Prince of 
Bourbon was a good race horse carrying Xalapa 
Farm colors, and he is the only son of *Prince 
Palatine—the best horse of his decade in Eng- 
land, and imported to this country at great ex- 
pense by Mr. Simms—that his breeder retained 
to carry on the line. 

Prince of Bourbon is bred as smartly on his 
dam’s side as he is through his sire. Forever is 
the mother of Vito and is half-sister to Eternal, 
the latter winner of the Hopeful. Vito, a great 
horse, numbered the Belmont and Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes among his conquests. 

My Play, brother to Man o’ War, also is rep- 


resented in this consignment by a group of smart 
youngsters. My Play had made good as a sire in 
the short time he was in the stud and he has a 
host of well known horses representing him on 
the tracks throughout the country. 


Mr. Simms has had the misfortune to lose 
*Negofol, My Play and Lucky Hour by death 
during the past year or two, but is well satisfied 
that the fame and tradition of Xalapa Farm will 
be carried on in full measure by Prince of Bour- 
bon as well as by Eternal and Leonardo II. 


The 42 yearlings were sent out from Xalapa 
Farm to Saratoga Tuesday morning of last week 
and now are in quarters at Mr. Simms private 
training grounds at the Spa. With them are the 
five from Hanover Stud of Tom B. and Jack S.

MANTA WINS ENQUIRER HANDICAP. 


Brownell Combs’ homebred filly, Manta, won 
by a head from W. H. Whitehouse’s Royal Julian 
in the thirteenth running of the Enquirer Handi- 
cap, the stellar event on the card at Latonia, 
August 2. J. T. Weaver’s Bellsmith was third, 
only a nose back and two lengths better than 
S. Furst’s Thistle Star, fourth. Herrick, Dr. 
Parrish, Islam, Star Play, Thistle Fyrn and Agin- 
court were the others to start, finishing in the 
order given. The distance was 1 1-16 miles, the 
fractional time for which was :23 1-5, :47 2-5, 
1:13 2-5, 1:39 and 1:46 2-5 over a fast track. The 
race had a net value to the winner of $5,620. 

Dr. Parrish set the early pace, and Manta 
followed him under restraint. At the three- 
quarter mile ground she took a good lead and 
just lasted to win. Royal Julian was as good as 
left at the post, but he closed a big gap and 
finished fast. Bellsmith raced far back in the 
early part of the raced but closed fast in close 
quarters.

We were a mile short in telling of the 
system. It is approximately two miles from the 
spring to the last of the troughs, and the system 
can yet be extended further should it become 
necessary. When we were out there the other 
day, the troughs were all full and overflowing 
into the creek.

ARTHUR STURGEON RETIRES. 


Arthur Sturgeon, a valued member of the or- 
ganization at Colonel E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour 
Farm, has resigned from his duties at that es- 
tablishment, because of ill health and has gone to 
reside with his son in Cincinnati, Ohio. Mr. 
Sturgeon, an Englishman by birth, came to this 
country in 1882 when W. L. Scott bought *Rayon 
d@’Or (by Flageolet—Araucaria) from Count Le 
Grand, the owner of a famous stud in Norfolk 
County, England, where Gladiateur and other 
noted horses stood. Mr. Sturgeon was in the em- 
ploy of Count Le Grand at the time of the pur- 
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chase of *Rayon d’Or, which stallion was brought 
to this country in his charge and was sent to Mr. 
Scott’s place, Algeria Farm, at Erie, Pa. Ten 
years later Mr. Scott died, and his entire stud 
was dispersed at public auction, at which time 
August Belmont bought the son of Flageolet, 
sent him to his Nursery Stud near Lexington, and 
employed Mr. Sturgeon as his keeper. 

During the 22 years Mr. Sturgeon was em- 
ployed at the Nursery Stud he had in his care 
*St. Blaise, Octagon, Henry of Navarre, *Rock 
Sand, Don de Oro, Hastings, Fair Play and sev- 
eral others. In 1914 Mr. Belmont transferred Mr. 
Sturgeon to his Nursery Stud at Babylon, but 
he had become accustomed to Kentucky and did 
not like it there. He came back to the Blue 
Grass region in 1916 and entered the employ of 
Colonel E. R. Bradley, where he had charge of 
the broodmares until weaning time, and then the 
weanlings and yearlings until they were ready 
to be broken. 

In speaking of Mr. Sturgeon, Manager Barry 
Shannon said: “I don’t think he has missed a 
day in the past fourteen years. I wish I had 
some more like him. There is no better horse- 
man than he is.” 

His father was George Sturgeon, likewise a 
horseman, and at the time of the birth of his son 
Arthur, was in charge of the stallions at Diss, 
England, the place where Galopin, the sire of St. 
Simon, was bred. 


FINANCIAL REPORT. 


Sunday morning at the end of the training 
period at the Latonia race track a young exer- 
cise rider approached his trainer-employer and 
was heard to request an advance of a couple of 
dollars walking-around money for the holiday 
afternoon. The trainer produced a twenty-dollar 
bill telling the youngster to have it split for his 
requirement. The lad lcoked inquiringly to a 
group of bystanders near the five-eighth pole, 
but no one apparently could accommodate him, 
so he jumped into an automobile to go in quest 
of change. Returning in a few minutes he 
handed the original bill to his boss saying: “There 
ain’t such dough as change fer twenty in all 
the valley of Latonia.”

Dazie, by Fair Play, owned by George D. Wide- 
ner, which raced so brilliantly to a decided 
victory in the Flash Stakes, opening day at the 
Saratoga course, made the third start of his 
career Saturday, August 2, in the twenty-eighth 
running of the United States Hotel Stakes, at 
Saratoga, and easily earned his third bracket.

Golden Auburn won the feature on Friday, 
when he ran a mile and 70 yards in 1:43, one 
second slower than the record he holds at Bain- 
bridge for this distance, made last year. 

Racing will continue at Bainbridge until 
August 15, or longer. 


CULLODEN WINS DERBY. 

Culloden carried the silks of Senator J. N. 
Camden to a handy victory and equalled the 
track record in the sixth running of the Ohio 
State Derby, at Bainbridge Park, Saturday, Au- 
gust 2. F. Almy’s Tonto Rock was second, a 
length and a half back and a half-length in front 
of Dark Entry, from H. P. Headley’s stable. Busy, 
Jimmy Moran, Playtime, Etonardo, Spanflow and 
By Product were the other 3-year-olds finishing 
in the order given. 

Culloden carried 118 pounds, and capably rid- 
den by P. Gross, was held back of the pace until 
the stretch, and then worked his way up through 
the leaders and held a safe lead to the end. Tonto 
Rock was able to outstay Dark Entry. Etonardo 
stumbled after the start. 

The track was very fast, and the time for the 
distance of 1 1-8 miles was :23, :47 2-5, 1:12 2-5, 
1:38 4-5 and 1:51 3-5, equalling the record made 
by Thistle Fyrn last year over this course. The 
stakes had a net value to the winner of $10,480, 
with $1,600 to second, $800 to third, $350 to fourth 
and $150 to fifth.

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BLOODSTOCK SALES AT NEWMARKET 


HE Newmarket Second July Sales began on 

Monday, July 14. A small crowd attended, 
but there was even bidding. The top price in 
Monday’s sale was $7,500 which Major Fether- 
stonhaugh paid for Frankly, a 5-year-old chestnut 
mare (half-sister to the Derby winner Blenheim), 
by Franklin, out of Malva, by Charles O'Malley, 
and covered by Warden of the Marches. Captain 
Cecil Boyd-Rochfort made a good buy when he 
paid $2,500 for McGilligan’s Daughter, 7-year-old 
chestnut mare, by Roi Herode, with a chestnut 
colt at heel by Apelle and mated to him again 
last season. She is from the same maternal line 
as Mumtaz Mahal. 

The second sale on Tuesday, July 15, showed 
an increase in the crowd and the bidding was 
better. The keenest bidding was for a 7-year-old 
brown mare, Alike, a steeplechaser, by South- 
annan, out of The Very Same, by Cliftonhall or 
Captivation, for which H. J. King paid $8,500, 
and, according to “Audax” in Horse and Hound, 
was probably purchased for racing in the United 
States. Andrew G. Clark paid $6,250 for the 2- 
year-old filly, Polesden, by The Winter King, 
out of Deepdene, by Grey Fox II. This filly has 
shown racing ability this season. The British 
Bloodstock Agency, acting for Vicomte de Met- 
trie, bought for $2,500, Quince, 2-year-old filly, by 
Pharos, out of Kilmeny, by Son-in-Law, and the 
same price was paid for Palm Off, 2-year-old 
gelding, by Hurry On, out of Palmella, by Lem- 
berg, bought by Raymond Dale. W. Watts 
bought the grey colt Senator, by Sinnatus, out of 
Mother superior, by Friar Marcus, very cheaply 
for $2,250. 

At the Tuesday evening sale a group of year- 
lings were offered, the best price for which was 
paid by Dawson Waugh for a chestnut filly by 
Abbots Trace, out of Her Honour, by Son-in-Law, 
from the consignment of Mrs. C. E. Harvey. Both 
the morning and evening sales on Wednesday 
were comprised of consignments of yearlings. 
The chestnut colt by Blue Ensign, out of Grand 
Flier, by Grand Parade, topped the Exning Stud 
sale, being knocked down to Sir Walter Gilbey 
for $2,500. According to “Audax,”’ he was “the 
pick of the bunch.’”’ There was a large attend- 
ance in the evening and the bidding good. Two 
colts from the Aislabie Stud brought the highest 
prices. R. J. Colling paid $3,050 for a bay son 
of Friar Marcus, from Maud Musk, by Storno- 
way. This colt is a half-brother to Morny. A 
half-brother to Lemon Car, a bay by Hurstwood, 
out of Muscari, by Rochester, brought the top 
price of $3,150, and was bought by Felix Leach. 
Earl of Carnarvon offered his six yearlings with- 
out reserve, and a bay colt (half-brother to 
Franklin), by Diophon, was bought by Major 
Vandy Beatty for $1,875, and $2,650 was paid by 
R. C. Dawson for a chestnut filly by Diomedes, 
out of Wild Arum, by Robert le Diable. A. H. 
Lee-Norman’s bay colt by Buchan out of Lionella, 
by Royal Realm, after failing to bring the re- 
serve bid, was sold to Colledge Leader for $2,250. 

The last session was on Thursday evening. 
Only a small crowd was present and the bidding 
quiet. The best price was $5,000 paid by the 
British Bloodstock Agency, buying for France, 
for the chestnut filly by Prince Galahad—Orby’s 
Queen, a daughter of Orby, which never ran, but 
which has produced Heir Apparent, La Chance 
and others. She was the last one of the consign- 
ment of the Slane Castle Stud, and the bidding 
was always brisk on her, since her breeding 


licenses her to grace any paddock. The next 
best price was $2,500, which D. O’M. Leahy ob- 
tained from Mr. Livock for a brown filly by 
Diligence, out of Star in the East, by Roi 
Herode. S. B. Joel bought for $1,500 a bay colt 
by Polyphontes, from Willia, the dam of Parth. 
The remaining prices were small, and many were 
not sold because the prices bid did not reach the 
reserve.

Lot 458, a chestnut colt, is by Beresford, from 
a mare by St. Victrix, from Catnip, by Spear- 
mint, from Sibola. 

The chestnut colt, lot 574, is by Prince Gala- 
had, from Canvey, by Polymelus, from Canvas- 
Back, by Gallinule, from Sibola. 

This is good running blood. The St. Victrix 
mare bred White Cat, a winner of seven races, 
and Verbenera, nine races. Canvey is dam of two 
winners of five races. Sibola was from the Miss 
Obstinate family. The good mare Rhoda B. has 
a chestnut great grandaughter in lot 604, by 
Golden Boss, from Pocket Venus, by Buchan, 
from Barnacullia, by Clonmel, from Rhoda B., by 
Hanover. 

Lots 385 and 571 descend from Lutetia, who, 
though bred in this country, won six races in 
England and bred the winners of 29 races.
